Civil Service Committee Will|\’

A new bill to raise the pay of Federal 
employes was introduced in the House 
yesterday by Representative Woodrum 
(Democrat), of Virginia. It would grant 
a flat salary increase of $300 to all em- 
ployes in the classified service, 
would add about $46,500,000 to 
Government pay roll. 

Representative Woodrum decided to 
frame his bill while hearings were be- 
ing held on the Welch bill. He saw that 
a great amount of research would be 
necessary before any action could be 
taken on the Welch bill, and he decided 
that what was needed was a bill that 
would afford immediate relief to the 
employes 

Under the Woodrum bill, employes 
| would be given the $300 raise whether 
| they worked by the day, by the hour, 
| by the year, or did piece work. 

It does not give the raise to postal 
employes or to those working in trades 
or crafts in which the wage scale is set 
by wage boards. 

Representative Woodrum estimated 
that his bill would affect about 45,000 
employes in the District of Columbia 
and about 110,000 employes in the field 
scrvice.

SLAYINGS IN NANKING. 
ARE BLAMED ON AEDS 


State Department Gives Out 
Exchanges of Telegrams 
With Gen. Hwang Fu. 


INCIDENT IS HELD CLOSED 


(Associated Press.) 


Full blame for the Nanking incident 
of March, 1927, in which an American 
educator, Dr. J. E. Williams, was killed 
and much damage was done to Ameri- 
can. property by Chinese, was placed on 
communists by Gen. Hwang Fu, min- 
ister of foreign affairs of the National- 
ist government of China, in. notes ex- 
changed with American Minister Mac- 
Murray in settling the incident. The 
full text of the notes, a summary of 
which already has been published, was 
made public last night by the State 
Department. 

In accepting responsibility for 
incident, expressing regret, 
punishment to the perpetrators and 
agreeing to make compensation for 
damages, Gen. Hwang Fu said:

CHILDREN ARE VICTIMS. 


Los Angeles, Oalif., April 3 (A.P.).— 
Thirteen persons were burned, seven 
so seriously they were not expected to 
live, in a gas explosion in front of a 
neighborhood grocery store here to- 
day. 

The blast occurred when a plumber 
working on a gas line lighted a ciga- 
rette, police said. 

Most of the seriously injured were 
children who had been playing in front 
of the store and were attracted to the 
spot by the activities of the .plumbers.

A leak was 
discovered and one of the men turned 
off what he believed was the gas line 
and then drew a cigarettee and struck 
a match. The explosion and a wall of 
flame followed.

The youth was arrested by Marshal 
Nick Wright, of Mayfield Heights, and 
County Detective Chief Gideon Rab- 
shaw at a farm near his home. Pressed 
with the evidence against him Groot- 
goed admitted he was responsible for 
the girl's death, these officers said. 

In his alleged confession the youth 
said his automobile had been forced 
off the road by another machine in 
which four intoxicated men were 
riding. He said he could not avoid 
striking Alice. The machine dragged 
the girl for more than 200 feet before 
he could stop it, he said. 

“The girl was lying in the road back 
a little way,” he related. 

“T picked her up ar.d her heart was 
not beating. I did not know what to 
do. I was so frightened I carried her 
into the field and laid her down in the 
snow. Then I left.” 

Weather records show that the temper- 
ature on the night of the fatal accident 
fell to 4 degrees above vero. No autopsy 
has been held yet to determine whether 
Alice froze to death or succumbed to 
the injuries she had suffered.

The brief services at the grave were 
preceded by the funeral ceremonies in 
Gray Chapel, on the campus of Ohio 
Wesleyan University, where the sen- 
ator was Stricken. In the chapel, as 
his body lay on its flower-banked bier,

With the Jllinois primary only a 
week distant, crime and prohibition to- 
night had become the principal Chicago 
issues of the campaign, while Gov.

The Small issue, since the governor is 
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running for a third term on hig record, 
was expected, but the crime and pro- 
hibition issues were thrust to the front 
by the force of recent circumstances. 

Originally the Republican faction, 
headed by Gov. Small, Mayor Thomp- 
son, of Chicago; Robert E. Crowe, Cook 
County's State's attorney, and Col. 
Frank L. Smith, running for the Re- 
publican nomination for United States 
senator after twice being denied his 
seat, started their campaign with 
Thompson's “America first” slogan, and 
added to it Gov. Small’s hard-road pro- 
gram and Col. Smith’s stand for State 
rights in Senate representation. 

The opposing Republican wing, head-

8. Deneen, Otis Glenn, opponent of 
Col. Smith; Secretary of State L. L. Em- 
merson, running for governor, and At- 
torney General Oscar E. Carlstrom, can- 
didate for reelection, at first centered 
their attacks on Small downstate and 
Thompson and Crowe.

Chicago, April 3.—Samples of elec- 
tlon gangster tactics which Chicago 
voters may expect, were exhibited in 
the city election today in Cicero, where 


‘there was gunplay, beatings, stabbings 
/and 


general terrorism. 
tactics many voters were frightened 
away from the polls. The fight was 
between the faction of Joseph Klienha, 
president, who is running for reelection 
and Frank J. Broz, a Democrat. Klen- 
ha, it is charged, was supported by the 
gangsters. 

At least a dozen automobiles, loaded 
with hoodlums, armed with machine 
guns, blackjacks and pistols, toured the 
of the suburbs, flourishing 
weapons and intimidating persons sus- 
pected of being opposed to the gangsters’ 
candidates. There was no interference 
by the authorities. 

Democratic poll workers were being 
driven away from the voting booths 
under threats of being “taken for a 
ride.” The gangsters then took charge 
of the booths. One of the gang leaders 
held the very valuable slot machine 
privileges of Cicero under the Al 
Capone regime. Flanked by his mob 
of armed hoodlums, he cruised around 
the streets, spreading intimidation 
where it was believed useful. The po- 
lice said they had been “looking” for 
him all day on numerous complalints, 
but were unable to find him. 

Five mon were stabbed and beaten so 
badly that they are under medical care 
and in serious condition. A sixth vic- 
time was said to have been “ganged” 
by an automobile load of hoodlums and 
beaten and shot to death, but the 
Cicero police insisted they had received 
no official report of the occurrence. 

Following the usual gangland tactics, 
women received no immunity. A half 
dozen women were standing on the 
curb conversing when a gangster car 
drew up. hand and a revolver were 
poked out, with the command: “Get 
back in your houses and stay there, 
you-—or somebody will get shot.” The 
women s .ttered in terror to their 
homes, abandoning their plans to vote 
and the car sped on.

Proponents of the bill have said repeatedly 
that the equalization fee would not be needed, 
and that if it should prove, in a court test, to 
be unconstitutional, the rest of the measure 
would adequately take care of the farmers’ 
needs.

AME LANGUAGE OF SEAMEN. 


The Post has had frequent occasion to point 
out how fortunate the British people are in 
having for prime minister a man of such varied 
parts that he can*lay aside at will the cares 
of state and delight almost any sort of audi- 
ence with a learned, humorous and altogether 
entertaining discourse. Whether the subject 
is the ancient classics, or the choice of books, 
or the best way to teach history, Stanley Bald- 
win seems equally at home. This business man 
turned statesman shows plainly, although with 
great modesty, the scholarship and the culture 
which he long ago acquired, and which through 
all vicissitudes he has ever since retained. 

The other evening, addressing the recently 
formed Company of British Master Mariners, 
he was in a perfectly felicitous mood. He re- 
minded his hearers that it was a far-distant 
ancestor of the Prince of Wales, King Alfred 
the Great, that first realized that Engiand 
could never live without a navy, and that at a 
later period none did more for the navy than 
the Prince’s Welsh ancestors, the Tudor 
kings, Henry VII and Henry VIII. In more 
humorous vein he paid tribute to the seaman- 
ship of the nation, Wales, by stating that, if 
one eliminated Welsh names from the list of 
the great pirates of the seventeenth and eight- 


eenth centuries, there would be no history of 


piracy worth reading. He quoted Conrad in 
order to bring in a quip against his own present 
profession. Conrad had said: “The art of 
handling a ship is a finer thing than the art of 
handling men.” Comparing seamanship and 
statesmanship, Baldwin said he knew what 
Conrad meant, for a statesman can be a hum- 
bug, but a skipper can not.

The of- 
ficials of one of the largest savings 
banks in this country, having 200,000 
depositors, recently learned that 75 per 
cent of their accounts are handled by 
women, either in their own right or for 
some member of their family.

HO has a recipe for Montgomery 
pie? Here is the lady’s letter: 


) Dear Miss Carey: Will you 


please give me a recipe for Graham 
Cracker Cake, if you have one—an 
especially nice one. I have eaten them 
at friends, but have never been able 
to get a really goed reliable recipe for 
them. Also, do you know “the Mont- 
gzomery pie, ” that is a Pennsylvania 
dish, but do not Know more of it, ex- 
cept that it is a form of pie. Perhaps 
you can help me. I like your column 
very much, It is very helpful, indeed, 
and thank you for the good sugges- 
tions. Very truly, MRS. H. 

The graham cracker cake recipe went 
fcrward to you some time ago, my dear, 
but we didn’t like to slice your letter, 
even to extract a cake. Did you have 
good luck with it? When the pies come 
in we wil send all of them to you, either 
through the column or through the 
mail. 

And now we have a cake which came 
to us some time ago from Mrs. Walker. 
It is for Eastertide, and I want to give 
it to you here in its entirety. 

A Special Simnel Cake for Eastertide. 

One pound of flour, one and one-half 
teaspoonfuls of mixed spice, ten ounces 
of butter or butter substitute, ten 
ounces of sugar, one pound of currants, 
a quarter pound of mixed peel, four or 
five eggs, milk. 

Almond Paste—Seven ounces of 
ground almonds, ten ounces of pow- 
dered sugar, whites of one or two eggs, 
vanilla. 


To Make the Almond Paste. 


Sieve the sugar and mix with the 
ground almonds. Beat up the whites 
of eggs and add sufficient to mix it all 
to a stiff paste; flavor with a few drops 
of vanilla. Turn it on to a pastry board 
and knead it until smooth, then roll 
it out to a round shape, the same size 
as the cake tin. 

To Make the Cake Mixture. 

Wash the fruit thoroughly, dry it, and 
pick off the stalks. Sieve the flour and 
spice together. Grease a cake tin, and 
line the sides with greased paper, to 
stand above the tin. Cut the peel into 
small pieces, Beat the sugar and butter 
to a cream. Add the eggs separately, 
and beat each in well before adding 
the next. When all are added, fold in 
the flour, spice and fru‘ and mix all to- 
gether lightly, adding a little milk as

required. Puta good third of this mix- 
ture into the greased cake tin, then 
lay over this the round of almont paste, 
and put the remainder of the cake mix- 
ture on the top of it. Put in a mod- 
erately hot oven and bake for about two 
and a half hours. Note: If liked, in- 
stead of putting all the almond paste 
between the cake mixture, a small por- 
tion can be rolled out to rather a thin, 
narrow strip, and put on to the top of 
it, all around the edge. If you want to 
make the cake more decorative, when 
cooked and cold make a little soft icing 
and spread over the center of the top. 

You see to what nice use we have 
been able to put your cake, Mrs. Walker, 
and I thank you for it, both for myself 
and our column friends.

SPEAKING OF SCALPS 

FIND that there are, broadly speak- 

ing, almost as many kinds of hair 

and scalps as there are Kinds of 
individuals.- To be sure, hair may be 
classified as—normal, dry, oily. Yet, 
within these classifications, there is 
great variation... In cases of scalp 
trouble, the ideal way is to judge each 
scalp as an individual case, though it 
must be realized that this is generally 
not possible. 

One mooted question is: How often 
shall the hair be washed? Some say 
every week, some every two weeks or 
three weeks; some monthly; some say 
never! My own opinion is that the 
average should be every two weeks. 
Very dry hair usually requires a sham- 
poo not oftener than every three weeks 
—though this advice certainly does not 
Nnold good in our larger cities, where 
the air is laden with dust and soot, 

In cases of extreme oiliness, the 
shampoo may be taken every week at 
first, then every ten days, and finally 
every fortnight. It is a decided mis- 
ta.ce to wash oily hair every few days, 
in a desperate effort to wash the oil 
out. For the oil glands, irritated and 
overstimulated, will work just so much 
the faster, in a vicious circle.

IMPROVING HEALTH OF GIRLS. 


HE Chicago Council of Social Agen- 

cies, through its girls’ work con- 

mittee, is making a drive to im- 
Prove the health of girls 12 to 20 years 
of age. While women have a lower 
death rate than men, they have a 
higher sickness rate. This is true of 
girls 14 to 20 as well as to younger and 
older women. A very large part of the 
sickness rate of women could be done 
away with by some change in habits. 


The plan used in Thicago is called 
“the girl’s health trail.” It embraces 
periodic physical examination and a 
diary of habits based somewhat on Ben- 
jamin Franklin’s method, and more 
particularly on the Crusader method 
used with school children. 


The booklet entitled “A Three 
Months’ Daily Record for the Health 
Trail Girls” cites the following seven- 
teen health habits as being proper: 


1. Water taken on rising and \between 
meals. 


2. Teeth brushed twice endh day. 


3. Bath: At last two warm per week 
(sponge or tub). 

4. Regular bowel movement without 
medicine. 

5. Good air znd temperature (about 
68 degrees while working; 59 degrees or 
less while sleepirg). 

6. Regular exercise outdoors a‘ 
one-half hour daily. 

7. Well fitting shoes with sensible 
heels. 

8. No colds or other health distur>- 
ances. 

9. Three meals at regular times. 

10. A wholesome breakfast (suggest- 
ed: Milk or cocoa, fruit, cereal, toast).

And after pages of discussion, 
scores of resolutions and enormous num- 
bers of hot-air explosions, this is as far 
as crime commissions have gone. 

Speeding up the homes and schools 
and stopping parents and teachers from 
blocking a child’s normal interests 
would be more far reaching than the 
so called “Baumes law” for giving 
fcurth offenders a life term. 

Let’s remember two things: 

First, the boy or girl who thinks Is a 
nuisance In many a home and school, 
He upsets the system. But they will 
think. That’s what they are for. And 
we can not stop them, 

Second, a boy or girl who has noth- 
ing to'do is a nuisance. They upset 
themselves. God intended them to do 
or else He would never have given them 
Lands. Many things in our civilization 
have contributed to stopping § their 
hands from creating. If a child can not 
create he'll desecrate. 

The antidote to crime is_ creative 
work. The following story of Arthur J. 
Lewis, a student In a vocational school, 
points its own moral and is worth more 
than all the ballyhooing in Christendom 
on ways to prevent youthful delin- 
quency: 


“My Experiences in Building an 
Automobile.” 


“IT had many ideas about how I! would 
flexi-

“A teacner advised me as to the size 
and price of angle iron and I bought 
two pleces. They cost me $1.60. I ob- 
tained angle iron bed strips for the 
c1oss members of che frame. Next I 
went to a motorcycle shop and bought 
a single cylinder motorcycle motor for 
%5 JI got the frame bolted together and 
I worked on the seat, an imitation radi- 
ator and put in the floor boards. 

“At first I planned to use coil clutch 
springs, but dater decided to use full 
elliptic springs. These were not, avail- 
able, so I bought one front Ford spring 
for #1 and made four cantilever springs 
out of it. 

“Again 1 went to the motorcycle shop 
and obtained two axles and four wheels 
from a Hanover car, now extinct, for 
$2 I had been working on my car down 
in my_workship, in our basement, but 
I took it out in the yard to assemble 


most of it and mount the motor. Later 
I bought tires for $6 and a Ford steering 
apparatus for 50 cents. 

“I went to night school for a while 
and made a drive shaft and universal 
joint. I bought a clutch and brake pedal 
ef a wrecking company, put the pedals 
on the clutch rod and connected the 
brake, 

“Like the gasoline tank and the brake, 
almost everything has to be done over 
a second and third time, That is why 
it takes so long.

DELAY IN OIL TRIAL, 
CITING FALL STORY 


seeks Adjournment to Mon- 
day to Examine Deposition 
Due Here This Morning. 


(Associated Press.) 

An effort to postpone the new trial of 
Harry F. Sinclair on charges of conspir- 
ing criminally with Albert B. Fall, for- 
mer Interior Secretary, to defraud the 
Government through their celebrated 
lease on the Teapot Dome naval oil re- 
serve was initiated yesterday by counsel 
for the wealthy oil operator. 

A motion was filed asking that, in- 
stead of beginning today as scheduled, 
the opening of the trial be set for Mon- 
day. Simultaneously notice was given 
that the motion would be called to the 
attention of Justice Jennings Bailey, 
who is to preside, shortly after court 
convenes. 

An accompanying affidavit by George 
P. Hoover, of Sinclair’s counsel, reviewed 
developments since the cases of Fall and 
Sinclair were separated. stressing par- 
ticularly the deposition taken from the 
former Cabinet member last week at E 
Paso, Tex. Taken upon the petition of 
the defense, the deposition is being 
rushed here for Hoover’s use by Daniel 
Thew Wright, associate counsel, 


Testimony Due This Morning. 


Hoover declared that “the earliest 
possible moment at which” Wright 
could arrive here was at 9 o'clock to- 
merrow morning, which ts an hour be- 
fore the trial is scheduled to start. 

Declaring it “imperative” that he and 
Martin W. Littleton, another defense 
lawyer, should have an opportunity to 
confer with Wright “respecting the 
matters and things developed in the 
taking of the deposition,” Hoover 
contended that it was “in the tr.terest 
of justice” that the trial be postpoued 
until Monday. 


Five Hundred Talesmen Called. 


Former Senator Atlee Pomerene, 
associated with Owen J. Roberts as 
special Government prosecutors of the 
cases resulting from the vt! svandals, 
attended the taking of the Fall 
deposition. Acting District Attorney 
Leo Rover said yesterday thats both 
Pomerene and Roberts expected to 
arrive here jn time for the trial today. 
Five hundred citizens of the District 
of Columbia reported at the courthouse 
as prospective jurors. 

The usual examination for qualifica- 
tion for Jury service was carried through 
all day long, with various panels for 
service in the new session of the court 
being filled in succession. Among these 
were several panels which are expected 
to be pressed into service before a jury 
to try the oil man Is obtained. 


Fall, Better, Declines 
To Discuss Deposition 


El Paso, Tex., April 3 (A.P.).— Im- 
provement in the condition of Albert B. 
Fall was reported by his physician to- 
day, and with a few days’ rest the 
former Secretary of the Interior is ex- 
pected to be able to leave with his fam- 
ily for a trip to Pasadena, Calif., to

Finney Explains Letter. 


In his letter to Fall, transmitting the 
Helms telegram, Secretary Hoover saici 
he would be pleased to convey to the 
Texas oil operator any reply that might 
be suggested concerning the lease. 

Finney, who later took the stand. 
identified the letter he wrote in Fall’s 
behalf to Hoover. This letter set forth 
that Helms probably was confused, Fail 
had told him that the Government did 
not contemplate disposing of the royalty 
oil in the Salt Creek oil field for the 
time being, and that the conversation 
had been about that oil and not about 
Teapot Dome. 

The Assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior Department told the committee 
he knew of no conversations or com- 
munications with Secretary Hoover con- 
cerning the Teapot Dome other thap 
those placed in the record of the hear- 
ings today. 


Made Protest in Person. 


After sending his telegrams of pro- 
test to the President and Cabinet of- 
ficers, Helms said he came to Wash- 
ington and talked personally with 
Weeks, Daugherty and Hoover and with 
George B. Christian, jr., President 
Harding’s secretary. He added that he 
got nowhere, but he did say that he 
felt Hoover had done all he could in 
the matter at that time. 


Lenroot took the stand voluntafily |

ill to testify. 

Senator Smoot, one time 
of the Senate committee, told him, 
Fall was in town, Lenroot said, and 
they decided to call on him at his ho- 
tel apartment here to urge him to dis- 
close the facts. Fall at first refused to 
say from whom he had received the 
money, holding that it was a_ private 
matter involving an ordinary business 
deal. Later he said it came from Ed- 
ward B. McLean.

King and Curtis Hold Up 60- 
40 Plan and Home for 
Child Prisoners. 


TOTAL OF $38,151,428 
» NOW PROVIDED IN BILL 


AN but Two Disputed Sums 
Disposed Of in 30 Minutes; 
Passage Seen Today. 


Working at top speed, the Senate ap- 
proved all but two provisions in the 
District appropriation bill yesterday. 
These two were the 60-40 provision— 
whereby the Federal Government would 
pay.40 per cent of the appropriation 
instead of a lump sum of $9,000,000— 
and the provision to establish a receiv- 
ing home under the Board of Public 
Welfare for prisoners less than 17 years 
of age. These children are now cared 
for at the House of Detention, which 
is under the Woman’s Bureau of the 
Police Department. 

The Senate, sitting in committee of | 
the whole, approved the remainder of | 
the bill in 30 minutes, which is prob- | 
ably a record. It is expected that the 
bill will be finally passed today. It 
then will go to conference. 

The bill as reported to the Senate 
provides a total of $38,151,428 to run 
the District government for the fiscal 
year of 1929, which is $1,092,000 more 
than was authorized by the House, 

Senator Phipps (Republican), of 
Colorado, who is guiding the appropria- 
tion bill through the Senate, agreed to 
postpone action On the 60-40 provision 


_to today at the request of Senator King 
(Degiocrat), of Utah. 


King Makes No Statement. 


It is expected that the Senate finally 
will approve this provision, the most 
controversial in the bill. 

Senator King did not give any reason 
in requesting that action on the 60-40 
Plan go over to today. 

Action on the provision to transfer 
control of children under 17 from the 
Woman’s Bureau of the Police Depart- 
ment to the Board of Public Welfare 
was put off today at the request of 
Senator Curtis, of Kansas, the Repub- 
lican ieader. 

Senator Curtis said that he had been 
advised that the transfer of control to 
the Board of Public Welfare would not 
solve the problem o1 caring for the 
children. 

Senator King said that, in his opin- 
ion, it was wholly improper for police- 
men or policewomen to have control of 
children of suck tender years. These 
children, he said, should not have to 
come under the influence of policemen 
or policewomen, anc he strongly in- 
corsed the provision to give the Board 
of Public Welfare $25.000 to establish 
the receiving homie. 


Western Market Saved. 


Wher the item of $50,000 for re- 
nodeling the Western Market was 
reached in the bill, King asked Phipps 
to explain it. Phipos said that he and 
other members of the appropriations 
committee had visited the market and 
had become convinced that it would be 
kept open. The bill. as passed by the 
House, provided for the abandonment 
of the market. 

Senator Phipps explained that part 
of the $50,000 appropriation would be 
spent for a new refrigerating system 
at the market. The present wooden ice 
boxes, he said, were a “disgrace.” The 
item finally was approved. 

King also questioned Phipps about 
the item of $65,000 to complete the job 
of widening Connecticut avenue. The 
Utah senator said that he had received 
more than 100 letters complaining about 
the destruction of trees that takes place 
when the streets are widened. The 
complainants, he said, referred to this 
as “varidalism.” 

Phipps explained that the only streets 
that were being widened were streets in 
the business sections, where there was 
heavy traffic. 


Trying to Save Trees. 


He agreed with King that it was a 
pity to destroy the beautiful trees on 
these streets, and declared that further 
widening should be restricted as fdr as 
possible. At the same time, he quoted 
the Commissioners as saying that the 
street widening program was virtually 
completed. 

The item of $65,000 for completing 
the widening of Connecticut avenue 
finally was aproved. Other items in 
the bill which were approved were as 
follows: 

To increase the appropriation for the 
National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission from $600,000 to $1,000,000; 
an increase of $100,000 to continue the 
improvement of Meridian Hill Park; an 
increase of $32,000 for the Rock Creek 
and Potomac connecting parkway, and 
an increase of $200,000 for street re- 
_ pairs.

DISTRICT HEADS GIVEN 
SCHOOLS FIRE REPORT 


85 Approved as Safe and Im-'» 


provements Suggested 
for Eighty-One. 


The annual report of inspection of 
public schools by Deputy Fire Marshal 
C. G. Achstetter and J. E. Lyles, esti- 
mator for the District repair shop, was 
made yesterday to the District Commis- 
sioners who, in turn, ordered it trans- 
mittted to the Board of Education. 

“Conditions in the various schools 
were found to be much improved since 
the previous inspection,” said the re- 
which then went on to- specify 
details in 81 schools, in which it*was 
recommended that conditions be im- 
proved in the interest of safety for the 
pupils. Eighty-five schools were named 
as approved from the safety standpoint. 

As in reports of previous years, Cen- 
tral, Eastern and Dunbar High schools 
lead in the number of recommenda- 
tions made. Criticisms of Central High 
School Auditorium were again empha- 
sized and installation of a fire-proof 
curtain, a water curtain, an overhead 
gridiron, a sprinkler system, standpipes, 
backstage and other precautionary 
measures were again recommended.

FEDERAL VOCATION 
PROGRESS STUDIED 


State Officials Gathered Here 
Review Training Results 
Started in 1921. 


Civilian vocational rehabilitation, 
under the supervision of the Federal 
Board of Vocational Education, is gen- 
erally accomplished within six months 
or a year, according to a survey of be- 
tween 7,000 and 8,000 cases now being 
studied by the State supervisors of the 
board holding a two-day conference at 
headquarters here. 

The cases being considered are those 
handled between 1921, when the work 
was first understaken, and 1924. It 
is hoped to develop salient facts in re- 
gard to the work, such as the predomi- 
nant forms of disability, the initial 
wages Immediately following rehabill- 
tation, subsequent earning power and 
the predominating jobs in which re- 
habilitation hds been successful and 
other general findings Which will be ap- 
plied in the future.
